The purpose of the session was to develop and discuss ideas 
for the preparation of a catalogue of Canadian Wooden Tokens. 


The feeling is unanimous that a real need exists among col- 
lectors and dealers for an up-to-date catalogue of Canadian 
Wood Tokens. 


From the ideas submitted in writing by several collectors 
and by those present, it was generally agreed: 
1. That the catalogue should be a loose leaf type to 
facilitate preparation and future page replacements. 


2. That photo-copy procedures should be used to show both 
Sides of each token. 


3. That a formula or system should be developed for establishing 


an estimated value for each token. 


4. That at the present time, a history of each token could 
not be included. 


9. That, for the present, a number system which would assign 
a number to each token should not be used. It was felt 


that we should wait until a more complete listing of wooden 


tokens and varieties is established. 


6. That consideration be given to having separate sections in 
the catalogue for: 


(a) Broomstick pieces 
(b) Flats 
(c) Regular issues 


(d) Over-size pieces. e.g. Prince George Spruce Dollars

7. That the catalogue be oryanized by provinces and 
territories, showing cities and towns alphabetically. 
Also that there be a general category for miscellan-— 
eous pieces. 


On a motion by Don Stewart, seconded by Geoff Belly ana 
passed by those present, it was agreed, "That the obverse 
and reverse of each token be shown in the catalogue, and 
that information be included as to the number issued, year 
of issue, colour and estimated value." ones . 


Preliminary investigation by Norm Wells indicates Chat cor 
production of 200 loose leaf catalogues with approximately 
pages (assuming 5 tokens on each side of a page) the cost 
would be about $3.00 per catalogue.
